These are the words of the latest 
prisoner released from that fort- 
ress-like federal prison on a little 
island just inside the Golden Gate. 
The story he told to the press the 
other day was a tale of woe indeed. 

Somehow, the tendency of some 
people to feel sorry for this man 
and others behind those impene- 
trable gray stone walls is a little 
difficult to understand. 

Certainly Alcatraz is no country 
club, with all the superior appoint- 
ments of a Ritz-Carlton hotel, but 
even so there has yet come to light 
no evidence that treatment given 
criminals there is actually in- 
humane. 

There are plenty of people who 
find that even an honest life 
tough and is not altogether 
flowing with good “breaks’——people 
who have not murdered 
swindled someone. 

So long as prisoners leave the 
island penitentiary feeling they 
would not soon like to be back, and 
so long as the underworld fears it, 
Alcatraz will be accomplishing its 
purpose.

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San Diego Butchers Sign Up 
A. & P. Tea Company Shops 
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California Clerks Gain 
Members and Pay Boosts 


Retail clerks in San Diego, Cali- 
fornia, signed up 136 new members 
in three weeks, with the organ- 
ization drive still going strong 

In Los Angeles, California, where 
an organization drive has also been 
under way, the retail clerks have 
succeeded in establishing minimum 
wages for several divisions, includ- 
ing: yharmacists, $30 per week 
(they used to get $70 a month); 
Shoe clerks, $30 a week, with the 
10-hour week (before organizing 
they got about $18 a week for 60 
hours); clothing clerks, $40 and 
haberdashery clerks, $30. These, 
of course, are merely minimum 
rates. =

There is no mistaking the clear-cut, decisive phrases 
of Edward A. Vandeleur, energetic and aggressive secre- 
tary of the California State Federation of Labor and those 
of John Shelley, president of the San Francisco labor coun- 
cil in their expose of the ruinous, communistic tactics’ of 
the C. I. O. 

These men are comparative youngsters in the great 
organized labor movement in point of years of service to 
the American Federation of Labor. They are definitely 
representative of the progressive and aggressive type of 
labor leadership which is much in demand during these 
perilous times. 

They are clearly awake to the fatuous claims and bom- 
bastic talk of the C. |. O. organizers, the great majority of 
whom are registered communists and whose orders come 
direct or indirectly from the head of the soviet “‘reds.”’ 

Vandeleur in a recent vigorous talk before the San 
Francisco labor council placed the brand of Moscow firm- 
ly on the C. I. O. in a sharp warning to California labor, 
saying: 

“The communist C. I. O. movement contemplates a 
widespread reign of terror to frighten legitimate trade 
unionists in the hands of a dictator, drunk with the lust 
for personal power. 

“Because the American Federation of Labor has, with- 
in a remarkably short time succeeded in organizing the 
canning industry, one of the largest in the state, 
C. |. O. with their communistic supporters, are out to 
block activities. 

“The only hope of California workers to better con- 
ditions is to throw their forces to sincere A. F. 
unions, regardless of what communists and other fakers 
say.” 

Shelley equally emphatic declared: 

“This threatened break in labor through the C. I. O. 
keeps me awake at night. 

“My own sympathies are not with C. I. O. tactics. 

“A split in Jabor here would be one of the most dan- 
gerous situations this city could face. It would be the | 
same for the employer and employe. It would mean civil | 
war in San Francisco. 

“Thus far San Francisco labor has stuck together with- 
outa split. The C. I. O. is spreading. But here at all costs, 
labor must stick together.” 


International 40-Hour W eek For Textile 
Industry Steps Forward

The action of the international labor conference at 
Geneva, Switzerland, in adopting the convention for the 
forty-hour week in the textile industry is a progressive 
step toward the goal of shorter hours for textile workers 
in all countries. The depressing element in the action of 
the conference is the narrow margin by which the conven- 
tion was established. Eighty-eight delegates voted for the 
convention, 4| against it, and 38 declined to vote. The 
convention was therefore adopted by only three votes 
more than necessary for the required two-thirds majority. 

The significance of the minority vote is the fact that 
the forty-hour week convention, or treaty as it is some- 
times called, must be adopted by the treaty-making powers 
in each of the member nations of the international labor 
organization. This means that the forty-hour week pro- 
posal is scheduled for long parliamentary delays because 
of the fact that employers, with their long hour phychol-

Nevertheless, the action of the twenty-third session of 
the international labor conference in adopting the forty- 
hour week convention for the textile industry of the entire 
world is a distinct advantage toward a much needed re- 
duction in the hours of labor for the textile workers, es- 
pecially so inasmuch as the general application of this prin- 
ciple will open many work opportunities for the unem- 
ployed. 

In this connection, the American Federation of Labor 
congratulates the members of the American delegation at 
the Geneva conference for their united and unwavering 
support of the forty-hour convention. From the begin- 
ning of the deliberation to the final balloting, the govern- 
ment, employe 


States carried the brunt of the battle for the convention. 
Without their support, the conference would have rec- 
orded itself against the proposal.

An example of the effective work 


performed by A. F. of L. organ- 
izers in securing justice for work- 
ers is exhibited in two recent 


instances reported to the American 
Federation of Labor. 

In Peoria, Illinois, George C. 
Prouty, organizer for the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, received 
information which convinced him 
that Harry Polley had been dis- 
missed by the Bonded Hi-Lo Oil 
company for union activities in 
connection with the gasoline sta- 
tion employes’ local union there. 
Mr. Prouty took the matter up 
with the management of the com- 


pany and secured the _ reinstate- 
ment of Mr. Polley with pay for 
all the time lost since he was 


separated from the company’s pay- 
roll. 


In Richmond, Virginia, Henry M. 
Monahan, A. F. of L. organizer in 
that area, was convinced that a 
teamster employed by “the Wyatt 
Transfer company had been dis- 
charged for union activity. Fol- 
lowing negotiations carried on by 


Mr. Monahan with representatives 
of the company, the teamster was 
reinstated and awarded thirteen 
weeks back pay. 


Barbers Gain New Unions 
In Michigan, Wisconsin 


Journeymen Barbers’ Union 
148, at Jackson, Mich., met with 
substantial success in a drive for 
new members and new working 
agreements with master barbers. 


Twenty-two shops now display the 
famous union shop card, with oth- 
ers likely to come into the fold 
soon. 

3eauticians in Battle Creek, 
Michigan, have been successful
